The Torpa guarantees that the training 
and skille of the recru! ta will be used by the army » and they will not be 
automatically sent inte the infantry. 


%- On 2 October 1949, a secret memorandum was issued to all union chairmen, 
stating thot the union will back up any demand for increased wages provided 
one-half of the increased gained is contributed to the unton. 


5. On 5 November 1949, the Chinese Doctors Union at ite amiwal meeting had 
serious dismtes over the future aire of the union. One group insisted 
that, as doctors, their tarkk 4s to renin neutral end heal the sick. As 
Communist members are both numerous and pewerful in this union, it may not 
be able to purgue its impartial political volicy. 


7. Although the unions are dominated by. Communist choirmen and comnittee 
members, not all membera are pro-Comrunist. The members are generally 
satisfied with working conditions in Hong Kong, and are not in favor of 
subecribing to increased union dues. Whatever their inclinations, menbers. 
abide by decisions of their union leaders, as they want to avold Communist 
persecutions. In general, they ara willing to belong to a Communist union 
as long ag they are not in Communint territory.
